The requirements for _ filing 
1943 returns on or before Match 
15, apply to civilians and per- 
sonnel of the armed forces alike, 
except thgt postponements or 
extensions are allowed those who 
are on sea duty or outside the 
continental United States. If a 
member of the armed forces is 
on sea duty or outside of the 
continental United States, his 
wife may also postpone her re- 
turn if her own income is less 
than $1,200. There are several 
other special provisions apply- 
ing to members of the armed 
forces and Collector Phas invit- 
ed any service personnel need- 
ing tax advice to contact his 
office, 

As in past years, there are'two 
income tax forms, Form 1040, 
commonly called the “long form” 
may be used by any individual. 
Form 1040A, called the “short 
form” may be used by indivi- 
duals who (a) are citizens or 
residents of the United States, 
(b) had in 1943 $3,000 or less 
income, and (c) received all 
their income from salaries, 
wages, bonuses, commissions, or 
other forms of personal compen- 
sation, or from dividends, inter- 
est and annuities. In the case of 
husbands and wives filing sepa- 


husband and wife, if, in addition 
to the other conditions for using 
that form, they were living to- 
gether on July 1, 1943, and their 
combined income for the year 
did not exceed $3,000. 

On or before January 31, 1944 
every employer is required to 
give to each employee a receipt 
on Form W-2, showing how 
much wages were paid the em- 
ployee during 1943, and how 
much tax was withheld. These 
receipts supply two important 
figures needed for making the} 
annual return and the best time 
to prepare and file the return is 
as soon as the employee gets his 
receipt.

Under a limitation order issu- 
ed by the Board several months 
ago, all potatoes would have to 
be shipped in cloth or paper 
sacks, As the use of new wooden 
ally for- 
bidden. 1 able Commit- 
tee called WPB's attention to the 
fact there would probably be a 
high percentage of rot if newly- 


washed or newly-dug unwashed 
potatoes were shipped in the pro- 
posed manner, and asked that 
shippers who do not have drying 
equipment be allowed to ship in 
new wood The Committee was 
notified this week that the re- 
quest had been granted. It is 
believed thousands of bushels of 
Florida potatoes would other- 
wise bave rotted in transit. 

Lamonte Graw, manager of 
the committee, has reported from 
the Orlando office that the State 
of Texas is being asked to lift 
its quarantine against shipment 
of Florida potatoes into that 
state because of aleged disease 
infestations. 

“Texas,” he pointed out, “has 
been a large consumer of Florida 
new potatoes.” 

Several local potato growers 
were affected by the WPB limi- 
tation order and will now be able 
to use new wooden containers. 
Approximately 3,000 acres of 
potatoes were planted in the 
Glades this year, and most of

to a report of the conditions in 
the Everglades Drainage Dis- 
trict. 

Continuing, the report, states: 
The cumulative rainfall for the 
year, averaged for stations at 
Belle Glade, Fort Lauderdale, 
Homestead and Everglades, in- 
dicates that a deficiency exists 
with about 10 inches departure 
from the normal. Based on fairly. 
long periods of record, there is 
no reason to expect sufficient 
rain in the next few months to 
make up the difference. 

The water table was gener- 

ally lower at the end of Nov- 
ember than at the end of Octob~ 
er. This is especially true in the 
upper Glades where the water 
table is approximately one foot 
lower than a month ago. The 
most serious condition exists in 
the undeveloped area just just 
south of the Bolles Canal, where 
the table is nearly 2 1-2 feet be- 
low the surface of the land. 
Tn the mid-Glades the water 
table is from, 6 inches to 1 foot 
below ground surface. Lower 
Glade and coastal areas\ showed 
small loss for the month 3nd in 
some instances show a slight 
gain, probably the result of spot 
showers and local recharge. 

Compared with a year ago, 
levels are generally lower in the 
upper Glades; the mid-Glades 
water table is about the same; 
and elyels in 10 key wells in the 
costal area are higher by 0,22 
to 2.10 feet, 

_ A definite fire hazard now ex- 
ists just south of the Bolles Can- 
al. The condition is not yet 
acute in the mid-Glades and 
general wet conditons prevail in 
the lower Glades, 

Canal regulation during the 
past month appears to have been 
a factor in maintaining, and in 
some cases increasing, water 
tables in the coastal areds and 
lower Glades. 

In view of the light rainfall 
that can normally be e: 
during the next three months, it 
is desirable to conserve water 
throughout the area during the 
coming month. It is desirable to 
maintain, and even increase, 
water tables in the upper Glades 
as a fire prevention measure and 
in an effort to restore normal 
levels. 

Therefore, unless excessive 
unseasonable rainfall occurs, dis- 
charge from the canals will be 
kept at a minimum during the 
coming month. With normal 


y | rainfall, canal levels may be ex- 


pected to increase slightly in the 
lower reaches of the canals and 
later in the upper reaches,
